Il. Kin yu. Words of good omen or those charms with felicitous senten- 
ces, consisting of four characters, such as “Happy New Year,” ‘‘Long Life,’’ 
“Tong Live the Emperor,” ‘‘May You be Rich,’ May you be first in the pub- 
lic examinations,” ‘‘A Fair Wind,’’ ‘A Good Harvest,”’ etc., etc., or they 
may have symbols of happy meaning, as a peach tree, a tortoise, a stork, a 
gourd bottle for long life, a phoenix or stag for good luck. 

These charms are mainly used in the feasts for celebrating the New Year 
or worn about one’s person as talismans of good luck. 

™o this class of medals may be ascribed Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 14, 16, 24, 20, 26 
on Plates No. I, V and VI. 

Ill. Sane S1ao. Zodiacal or charms with the animal cycle or parts there- 
of. 

The twelve animals of the Sang siao or the Chinese Zodiac are: Shu, rat; 
niu, ox; hu, tiger; mien, hare; lung, dragon; shay, serpent; ma, horse; yang, 
sheep; hou, monkey; keii, fowl (cock); khiuen, dog; tehu, boar (pig). 

The oldest known article bearing a representing of these animals of the Zo- 

diac is a mirror made in A. D. 622. 

Each df these animals corresponds with eaeh character of the Duodenary 
Cycle and are often seen together on the charms, which practically are life 
and birth charms. Often they have a figure of Sing Kuan and the Pa Kua or

The mint records stated that 480 quarter-eagles were struck this year. — 
Snowdon and Dickeson, both, follow the record, though the later acknowledge — 
never having seen or heard of one.

SILVER DOLLAR. 


The silver dollar of 1799 presents us the same general type of 1798. There 
are however, two varieties of type and six die varieties. We shall follow —

The coin is one of the easiest obtainable of the old series. The number 
struck according to Snowden was 429,515. In his manual Dickeson gives the — 
number at 423,515. All the records agree that no other silver coins wert

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‘CENT. 

The cent of 1799 is held by numismatologists to be the rarest copper coins 
of the United States mint. Why this fact should be must ever remain a mys- 
_ tery for director of the mint. Snowden states that the records of the mint 
show that 1,015,580 pieces were struck, and Dickeson gives us 904,585 as the 

- number that was issued. If the story the latter gives, that a shipment of 
several hundred thousand of them was made to the African coast by a Salem, 
Mass., firm where they were punched with holes and bartered away with the 
natives, were true, some of them would undoubtedly ere this have returned 
_ tosupply the great demand for them. That they are rarely found holed, in- 
_ deed rarely found at all, must place this story among the myths that have 
held sway, and which reason and judgment forbear us to give credence. We 
_ have learned enough these days to know that our earliest mint records are far 
from reliable and the honest doubt will ever be’ that anything like this num- 
ber was ever struck for circulation. Again, no uncirculated specimen has 
ever been found and those in from good to tine condition are exceeding scarce. 

The metal in the coin is unusually soft, due to too much alloy or the burn- 
ing of the copper in the smelter. The dies are very uneven and the dates are 
faintly struck asarule. It is much easier to believe that if such a large 
number were actually struck as recorded that their worthlessness for circula- 
tion due to unsatisfactory condition of metal and workmanship, elected them 
to be soon returned to the melting pot, and if the sins of the father are visit- 
ed down to the son, then we shall hold the 1999 cent guilty to some extent for 
the soft and dudish cent of 1800. 

_ There are two varieties of obverse and two of the reverre and we shall fol- 
low the description as given in the Coiw Collector's Journal for July 1888. 

1. Obv. Measurements: length of word LIBERTY at base, 94; distance 
from tip of nose to nearest point of letter Y, 34; distance from tip of nose to 
lower left point of the letter L, 10; length of date through the centre 43; dis- 
tance from the figure 1 to the lowest curi, 4; distance from the figure 7 to the 
lowest curl 1+. The letter E isa little below the line of its fellows. The 
date is evenly spaced; the final 9 stands perfectly upright and exhibits be- 
neath it traces of an 8, showing that this variety was struck from an altered 

- die of the preceding year indicated particularly by a line which connects the 
knob of the 9 with the loop forming the body of the figure. 

Rev.— Rev. A.—The letters of the legend are evenly spaced. A leaf touches 
the letter C of CENT, which is below the line of its fellows. The figures of 
the fraction are small and well shaped. Measurements: length of word AMER- 
ICA at base, 9%; length of wreath stems, from point of union to terminus, 
right stem, 2%; left stem, 24; distance between the ribbon ends, 4%: length of 
denominater, 2}; length of dividing line of fraction, 1i. 

Il Obv. Measurements: length of word LIBERTY at base, 93; distance. 
from tip of nose to nearest point of letter Y, 34; distance from the tip of nose 
~ to the lower left point of the letter L, 104; length of date through the centre, 

44: distance from the figure 1 to the lowest curl, #:; distance from the figure 7 
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to the lowest curl, 14. The date is curved and not evenly spaced; the knobs 
of the 99 are thick and turn up sharply; the final 9 inclines towards its fellow. 
Only traces of milling appear at the border. “—- 
- Rev.—_Rev. B—This reverse is believed to be from the same die as reverse 
A, after it had been worked over with the graver. The figures and letters ap- 
pear larger from this cause. Rev. B. presents a peculiarity which will enable 
the collector to readily distinguish it from Rev. A. This is asmall projection — 
between the letter T of cent and the letter Eof ONE. It is believed to be due — 
to the removal of a small scale of steel from the die at the time of retenching. ‘? 
It invariably appears on Fev. B, and is never found on Rev. A. hae 
Any cent bearing the date 1799, not exhibiting the peculiarities and cor-_ 


responding with the measurements given above, may be safely set down as a 4 
counterfeit.”’ :

The records of the mint give an issue of 12,167 half-cents for this year, but — 


as none have ever been seen it is quite conclusive evidence that none were | 
ever struck. . 


CHILDREN’S SAVINGS BANKS IN ANCIENT ROME. 


[WILLIAM E. CURTIS. ] 


The children of the Romans in prehistoric times used to put their pennies — 
into savings banks just as the children of the Yankees do today. In 1886 
when Prof. Thomas Wilson of the Smithsonian institution was wanderin 
about Ostia, the seaport of ancient Rome, he found a group of peasants ex- — 
cavating. They had dug out of the sand a number of pots and jars that had “ 
been buried for ages, and one of them had found a child’s savings bank, — 
which contained 145 silver coins issued. by the emperors of Rome between the © 
years 200 and 19. B.C. As none of the later date were found it is to be as- 
sumed that some child lost this bank shortly before the Christian era, and ij 
was covered for, nineteen centuries by the encroaching sand. om 

Ostia is sixteen miles from Rome, at the mouth, of the Tiber, and dates — 
back to the time of the Emperor Ancus Macrus, who established salt. works — 
there.. It grew with the growth of Rome, and in the days of Cesar was aL

n ined for Dr. Marcus Baker, ot Wastin to give us a new apes as to. 
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the United States, which was published at Lansingburg, N. Y., in 1797. Its — 
author was Rey. Chauncy Lee, of Rutland, Vt. In this book the author sets — 
forth a system of what he calls ‘‘characteristics,” by which one vertical stroke © 
was to designate the mill, two vertical strokes the cents, these two crossed — 
by one S-shaped stroke the dime, and for the dollar, the sign consisting of 4 
the two verticals with the two curved strokes, now so familiar, was proposed. — 
At that time the people of the country were just emerging from the use of — 
pounds, shillings and pence, where each was separated by a space from the ~ 
next denomination. It accordingly seemed necessary to Mr. Lee to have an ~ 
arbitrary mark for each of the denominations of our monetary system. But — 
he soon found that one character, with the decimal point, was all that was 4 
necessary, and in the latter part of his own book, all of his elaborate system 
of symbols, except the one intended to mark the dollar, was found to have — 
been dropped. a 

“Dr. Baker certainly finds the dollar sign in the old arithmetic, and he 1 
does not find it in use at any earlier date. By the time Adams’ arithmetic 4 
was published in 1805, the symbol had become established. He therefore re- — 
gards Mr. Lee as the inventor and believes the sign to have been absolutely — 
arbitrary in its origin. Since the publication of his paper in one of the mag- 4 
azines, Dr. Baker has received many letters on thesubject, but none in which 4 
his conclusions are challenged. He intends, for further verification, tomake 
a study of the department records to see when the dollar sign first appeared 
in the treasury accounts. He also hopes to make a more thorough search of — 
the old text books to see if by chance any use of this sign prior to that of the _ 
Rev. Chauncey Lee can be discovered. Itis certainly interesting to know 
the origin of a thing in such constant use as the dollar sign. Dr. Baker’s 
discoveries seem likely to take all the sentiment out of the matter, but this 
is the common result of modern historical research.”’ 4 


TAMWORTH CASTLE AND MINT. 


In 1897 the corporation of Tamworth, Staffordshire, to commemorate the — : 
queen’s jubilee, bought this famous old castle, the home of the Marmion’s, 
for $15,000, and it has now been formally dedicated to the use of the nublicns 4 
forever. a 

Tamworth, or to give it its Saxon name, Taman-weor-thege, was a fortified 
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place, and the mint of the Mercian kings. It has, like most ruins. gone 
through all sorts of vicissitudes. The Danes attacked and burned it in 911, 
but it was rebuilt by the Princess Ethe!tieda, who died and was buried there. 
At the Norman conquest Robert de Marmion possessed the castle, and it them 
passed thrcugh the hands of five or six families, till it became the property 
of the marquess of Townshend, from whom it has just been purchased. 

It is a wonderfully picturesque ruin, this old castle, which has for over x 
thousand years, been one of the strongholds of our country. 


METAL TRADING CHECKS 
Used in Parts of Minnesota as a Substitute for Money. 


The use of metal trading checks has become so general in some of the coun- 
try districts in Minnesota as to almost supplant the use of government coin, 
and a suit has been instituted against the stamping concern making the 
checks to determine whether the production of them is in violation of the 
federal coinage laws. These checks are about the size of a silver quarter.. 
‘hey are stamped with the name of the firm for whom they are made, and 


- bear a statement that they will be received for a certain amount in trade, 


the amounts ranging from 5 cents to $1. Country merchants use them in 
exchange for produce. They are good for trade only at the store issuing them... 
But from the fact that the stores refuse to pay for produce in any other cur-~ 
rency, they soon come to be accepted by all other stores, as the farmers sell- 
ing produce have no other coin to spend. In this way their circulation be- 
comes general in certain localities. The storekeepers maintain that as they 
have an unquestionable right to give receipts good in trade, it is immaterial 
whether they are written on paper or stamped on metal. The practice is a. 


_ profitable One for the merchants, and it enables them to dv business on a bor- 


rowed capital on which they do not pay interest,
